Jam es Tarplee of thi> city is con­ 
vinced .that the trial o f the slayer of 
his son, who w as shot at Birming­ 
ham, Alabama, several months ago 
by Sergeant Jam es Bucklew o f the 
Birmingham police force, will he a 
farce. The trial started at Birming­ 
ham Thursday. 
Scott Tarplee for­ 
merly lived in Ru>li county and was 
well known here. 
Mr. 
Taqdee 
has 
corresponded 
with the attorneys for the prosecu­ 
tion in the case, and judging from 
the answers to his letters, he says, 
they will make no more attem pt to 
convict the police sergeant than if he 
were lacing tried for intoxication. 
Mr. Tarplee declares that the city 
adm inistration there i- 
so 
rotten 
that any thought o f obtaining ju s­ 
tice when a member o f the police is 
accused is 
foolish. 
Mr. 
Tarplee 
says that he has written several let­ 
ter-- to the lawyers for the prosecu­ 
tion, in which lie asked them some 
very >-iriiple 
questions 
about 
the 
case, they have refused to answer 
them. 
The widow o f the murdered man 
has employed the law firm of Winn & 
Carmichael to assist the State in the 
pr<'-edition. 
But Mr. Tarplee says 
lie does not believe they are any

s w r n officers o f the law. 
'sufficient proof is found that the 
j olive sergeant is guilty. Mr. Tarplee 
■points out, in the fact that the last 


shot. which physicians testified was 
the .-tie which killed Scott Tarplee, 
* ntered his neck in front and passed 
through the spinal chord, and the 
bullet w as buried in the floor. 
This 
w as brought out iii the coroner’s iu- 
fpic-t. The Birmingham Ledger says

The trial o f Sergt. James Bucku - 
lew of the Birmingham judice depart­ 
ment on a charge o f manslaughter 
w as begun lie fore Judge Samuel K. 
Greene iii the first division of the 
criminal court Thursday 
morning. 
The widow o f 
Scott L. Tarplee 
and Glyde Garner, an eye w itness to 


the shooting, were the principal wit­ 
nesses on the stand during the morn­ 


ing session o f the court. 
That Bock* 
low shot at Tarplee after he had 
fallen with a bullet iii his body was 
the statem ent o f Garner. 
Mrs. Tar­ 
plee testified to having begged the 
policeman not to shoot her husband. 
The killing o f Tarplee took jdace 
some time ago in W est End. 
When 
tile case of Sergt. Huekalew came up 
for trial Thursday Dr. J. M. Mason 
w as the first w itness. 
He testified 
as to the wounds on the dead man. 
The widow was next put on the stand 
and told of having begged the jmiiee 
man not to shoot ber husband and 
told o f other details o f the trouble 
leading up to the shooting. 
Garner w as the only eye witness 
out on the stand during the morning. 
He testified that Tarplee had drawn 
a justol several tim es. 
He stated 
that the officer grabbed Tarplee with 
his left hand and bolding Tarpiee's 


j<i-tol above his head, drew* his own 


weapon from his coat pocket and 


fired. 
ITe stated that Tarplee fell 


and Buckalew* fired one more shot 


after he was down.

It is not true. The protective tarifT 
does benefit the farmers. 
American 
farmers know’ this fact, and by their 
votes have helped to maintain 
the 
policy of protection. 
Without their 
votes the party of protection could 
not have won a single presidential 
election in the last forty years. Have 
the farmers been 
mistaken through 
all these years? They have not. Has 
protection been of no value to them? 
It Certainly has. 
All history and all fact dispute the 
academic free trade contention that 
the farmer has no share in the bene­ 
fits of protection. 
In every period of 
industrial depression, resulting from 
the destruction of the tariff duties be­ 
low the protective point, the farmers 
of this country 
have been 
heavy 
losers, because of diminished demand 
and lower prices for their products. 
In the most recent period of Demo­ 
cratic free trade legislation—1891-117— 
the farmers (if the United States lost 
fully five billion dollars in reduced 
prices of farm products, and dimin­ 
ished values of 
farm property. 
In 
every period of restored 
protection 
the farmers have reaped the benefits 
cf a greater demand and increased 
prices. 
There has been no exception 
to the rule of prosperity for American 
farmers, when American labor is fully 
employed, 
Here are rome proofs 
of that fact. 
In a recent statement by 
Senator 
Smel t printed in the 
Congressional 
Record of August 2G. 1912, it is shown 
i that in December, 1896, 
after 
two 
years of free trade tariff revision un 
I d* r tho Wilson law of 1894, the price 
| of corn 
was 
twenty-three cents 
a 
bushel, while in December, 1911, after 
fourteen years of restored protection, 
th 
price of corn was sixty-nine cents 
I a bushel; or an advance over 1896 of 
20o per cent. 
Using 1896 as the basis of com­ 
parison with December, 1911, it is 
found that under a protective tariff: 
Corn advanced 200 per cent. 
Wheat advanced 67 per cent. 
Cotton advanced 23 per cent. 
Oats advanced 166 per cent. 
Rye advanced 137 per cent. 
Barley advanced 308 per cent. 
Hay advanced 138 per cent. 
Hops advanced 286 per cent. 
Potatoes advanced 282 per cent. 
Flaxseed advanced 149 per cent. 
Fat cattle advanced 62 per cent. 
Fat hogs advanced 96 per cent. 
Dairy butter advanced 86 per cent. 
Eggs advanced 90 per cent. 
While the price of farm products 
has increased, the price of 
articles 
which tho farmer purchased has not 
Increased in proportion. 
He can buy 
more today with the products of his 
farm than he could in 1896. 
For ex­ 
ample: 
Ten bushels of corn in 1911 paid for 
125 pounds of sugar, 
and 
only 
56 
pounds In 1896. 
Ten bushels of corn paid for 31 
yards of bleached sheeting In 1911, 
and only 13 yards In 1896. 
Ten bushels of corn In 1911 paid for 
two pairs of shoes, and only one pair 
In 1896.

Playing the game in politics neces­ 
sarily has deceit as its fundamental 
principle 
The* public man who sees develop­ 
ing an issue that might prove embar­ 
rassing to him personally, and 
who 
manages, by guile, to divert public at­ 
tention to another, a lesser, but a per­ 
fectly safe, issue, plays the game. 
The public man who makes public 
protestations of his 
enmity 
toward 
swollen wealth and then holds secret 
conferences with the representatives 
of that wealth, plays the game. 
The public man who preaches one 
code of political morality and 
prac­ 
tices another plays the game. 
The public man who utters sounding 
but empty phrases, no matter how de­ 
lightful his diction or how superb his 
eloquence, plays the game. 
The public man w ho makes promises 
impossible of fulfillment 
plays 
the 
game. 
The public man who puts the ac­ 
quirement of public favor above ideals 
of public service plays the game. 
Truly, President Taft does not know 
how to play the game. 
He has been reared in an atmos­ 
phere of service rather than politics, 
as we have come to know* politics. The 
thing that has always concerned him 
is the doing of an act, not the spec­ 
tacular staging of it, nor the exploita­ 
tion of it, nor, on the contrary, the 
concealment of It.

ALL DOUBTS NOW SET AT REST 


Long Contention Over Identity cf the 
Chief Contributors to Colonel Roose­ 
velt's Campaign Fund in 1904 Dis­ 
posed of When Elmer Dover, Secre­ 


tary cf Committee That Year, Pro­ 


duced Official List of Contributors. 


W ashington, Oct. 19.— W hen Elm er 
Dover, fo rm er secretary of the Repub­ 
lican national com m ittee, laid before 
th e senate investigators a com plete 
state m en t of contributions the mystery 
and uncertain ty surrounding the muck 
discussed list of co ntributors to Col­ 
onel Roosevelt's 19b4 cam paign were 
dissipated. 
This list had been cop­ 
ied from the books of the late Corne­ 
lius Bliss, tre a su re r of the 1904 cam ­ 
paign, and had been laid aw ay by Do­ 
ver in Chicago to he called forth for 
the 
future’ guidance 
of R epublican 
m anagers in the frying of campaign 
fat. 
The presentation of this list by Mr. 
Dover w as one of the m ost sensation­ 
al developm ents th a t has occurred in 
the p resent inquiry. 
It settles for all 
tim e the controversy over the 1904 fund 
which began with the Alton B. P ark er 
charges eight years ago and has crop­ 
ped out in term itten tly e v er since. The 
list as subm itted by Mr. Dover also 
goes far tow ard settling the contro­ 
v ersy .o v e r the E. H. H arrim an con­ 
tribution of $259,000 in 1901. 
T he list 
gives the nam es cf the contributors to 
th a t fund and thu s Indicates th a t the 
treesu r r regarded tile gifts as p art of 
fun s of the national organization or. I 
not, as Roosevelt has contended, to 'rn 
used exclusively for the saving of Hig­ 
gins in New York state.

vinced .that the trial of the slayer of 
his son, who was shot at Birming- 
ham, Alabama, several months ago 
by Sergeant James Bueklew of the 
Birmingham, police force, will be a 
farce. The trial started at Birming- 
ham Thursday. 
Scott Tarplee for- 


merly lived in Rusli county and was 
\vell known here. 


Mr. 
Tarplee 
'has 
corresponded 


with the attorneys for the prosecu- 
tion in the case, and judging from 
the answers to his letters, he says, 
they will make no more attempt to 
convict the police sergeant than if he 
were 'being tried for intoxication. 


Mr. Tarplee declares that the city 


administration there is 
so 
rotten 


that any thought of obtaining jus- 
tice when a member of the police is 
accused is 
foolish. 
Mr. 
Tarplee 


says that he has written several let- 
ters to the lawyers for the prosecu- 
tion, in which he asked them some 
very simple 
questions 
about 
the 


case, they have refused to answer 
them. 


The widow of the murdered man 


has employed the law firm of Winn & 
Carmichael to assist the State in the 
prosecution. 
But Mr. Tarplee says 


lie does not believe they are any 
more in 
earnest 
than 
are 
the 


sworn officers of the law. 


Sufficient proof is found that the 


j.-oliec sergeant is guilty. Mr. Tarplee 
points out, in the fact that the last 
shut, which physicians testified was 
the one which killed Scott Tarplee. 
entered his neck in front and passed 
through the spinal chord, and the 
bullet was buried in the floor.

and Clyde Garner, an eye witness to 
the shooting, were the principal wit- 
nesses on the stand during the morn- 
ing session of the court. That Buck- 
r.lew shot at Tarplee after he had 
fallen with a bullet in his body was 
the statement, of Garner. Mrs. Tar- 
plee testified to having begged the 
policeman not to shoot 'her husband. 


The killing of Tarplee took place 


some time ago in West End. When 
the case of Sergt. Buckalew came up 
for trial Thursday Dr. J. M. Mason 
was the first witness. 
He testified 


as to the wounds on the dead man. 
The widow was next put on the stand 
and told of having 'begged the police 
man not to shoot her husband and 
told of other details of the trouble 
leading up to the shooting. 


Garner was the only eye witness 


put on the stand during the morning. 
He testified that Tarplee had drawn 
a pistol several times. 
He stated 


that the officer grabbed Tarplee with 
his left hand and holding Tarplee's 
pistol above his head, drew his own 
iveapon from his coat pocket and 
fired. 
He stated that Tarplee fell 


and Buckalew fired one more shot 
after lie was down.

WHY HE SHIFTED POSITION 


He Not Only Favored Reciprocity but 


Wrote President Taft That He

As you say. labor cost is substantially 
the same in the two countries, so 
that you are amply justified by the 
platform. 
Whether Canada will ac- 


cept such reciprocity I do not know, 
but it is greatly to your credit to 
make the effort.

THEODORE ROOSEVELT.

Rapids, Mich., on February 12, 1911, 
he 'said: 


"Here, friends, in Michigan, right 


on the northern frontier, I have the 
peculiar right to say a word of con- 
gratulation to you and to all of us 
upon the likelihood that we shall soon 
have closer reciprocal tariff and trade 
relations with the great nation to the 
north of us." 


And in a speech before the Repub- 


lican club of New York city, deliv- 
efed on February 13, 1911, Mr. Roose- 
velt gave emphatic endorsement of 
President Taft and reciprocity in the 
following words: 


'"I want to say how glad I am at 


the way in which the members of the 
club here tonight responded to the 
two appeals made to them to uphold 
the hands of President Taft, both in 
his effort to secure reciprocity with 
Canada and in his effort to secure 
the fortification of the Panama canal." 


Explanation Does Not Explain. 


In the face of this record Mr. Roose- 


velt now explains his antagonism to 
reciprocity by saying that he did not 
fully understand the proposition and 
endorsed it under a misrepresentation 
of its details.

"But 


everything you use on the farm, ev- 
erything that you wear, and a great 
deal of what you eat, but do not pro- 
duce yourself, including meats, bears 
a heavy duty, which brings about the 
interesting result that you are paying 
for the wealth of the United States 
and getting nothing, or equivalent to 
nothing, so far as the tariff is con- 
cerned. Now that hasn't just begun 
to be true. It has always been true." 


It la not true. The protective tariff 


does benefit the, farmers. 
American 


farmers know this fact, and by their 
votes have helped to maintain 
the 


policy of protection. 
Without their 


votes the party of protection could 
not have won a single presidential 
election in the last forty years. Have 
the farmers been mistaken through 
all these years? They have not. Has 
protection been of no value to them? 
It Certainly has. 


All history and all fact dispute the 


academic free trade contention that 
the farmer has no share in the bene- 
fits of protection. In every period of 
industrial depression, resulting from 
the destruction of the tariff duties be- 
low the protective point, the farmers 
of this country have been heavy 
losers, because of diminished demand 
and lower prices for their products. 


In the most recent period of Demo- 


cratic free trade legislation—1S94-97— 
the farmers of the United States lost 
fully five billion dollars in reduced 
prices of farm products, and dimin- 
ished values of farm property. In 
every period of restored protection 
the farmers have reaped the benefits 
of a greater demand and increased 
prices. There has been no exception 
to the rule of prosperity for American 
farmers, when American labor is.fully 
employed. 


llnre are some proofs of that fact. 


In a recent statement 
by 
Senator 


Smcot printed in the Congressional 
Record of August 2C. 1912, it is shown 
that in December, 1S98, 
after 
two 


years of free trade tariff revision un- 
der the Wilson law of 1S94, the price 
of corn was twenty-three cents a 
bushel, while in December, 1911, after 
fourteen years of restored protection, 
the. price of corn was sixty-nine cents 
a bushel; or an advance over 1896 of 
200 per cent. 


Using 1896 as the basis of com- 


parison with December, 1911, it Is 
found that under a protective tariff: 


Corn advanced 200 per cent. 
Wheat advanced 67 per cent. 
Cotton advanced 23 per cent. 
Oats advanced 166 per cent. 
Rye advanced 137 per cent. 
Barley advanced 308 per cent. 
Hay advanced 133 per cent. 
Hops advanced 286 per cent. 
Potatoes advanced 282 per cent. 
Flaxseed advanced 149 per cent. 
Fat cattle advanced 62 per cent. 
Fat hogs advanced 96 per cent. 
Dairy butter advanced 86 per cent. 
Eggs advanced 90 per cent. 
While the price of farm products 


has increased, the price of articles 
which the farmer purchases" has not 
Increased in proportion. He can buy 
more today with the products of his 
farm than he could In 1896. For ex- 
ample: 


Ten bushels of corn In 1911 paid for 


12S pounds of sugar, 
and 
only 
56 


pounds In 1896. 


Ten bushels of corn paid for 31 


yards of bleached eheeting In 
1911, 


and only 13 yards In 1896. 


Ten bushels of corn In 1911 paid for 


two pairs of shoes, and only one pair 
In 1896.

Nause- 
ated with Wilson they turned to Mar- 
shall only to find b:'m as aperient of 
vacuous platitudes as his coadjutor. 


It's a hopeless appeal. As well try 


to seize the elusive tail of a greased 
pig at a county fair as expect to get 
anything definite out of Wilson. 
He 


was definite .enough when he said in 
his "History of the American Peo- 
ple" that "the Chinese are more to be 
desired as workmen, if not as citi- 
zens," than "the coarse crew crowding 
in at eastern ports"—that Is, Immi- 
grants from Europe.

Bulletins issued by the 
surgeons in attendance upon him at 
Mercy hospital continue to show that 
the colonel's pulse and temperature 
are normal. His improvement was so 
pronounced yesterday and his spirits 
were so high, that he was permitted 
to sit up for the first time and to 
plunge into the campaign with Gover- 
nor Hiram .lohnson, his running mate, 
who paid him a visit. 


An hour later, when the surgeons 


called, the colonel did i not show the 
least fatigue and his condition was so 
good that the doctors decided to omit 
the usual bulletin and granted him 
•permission to sit up for an hour again 
a little later. The evening examina- 
tion showed an even further improve- 
ment. 


In his talks with the doctors the 


colonel insisted that he was well 
enough to go home Sunday, Tmt the 
surgeons would not listen to that early 
departure. They were willing to con- 
cede that danger from blood poison- 
ing was practically over, but they said 
there wns still danger from tetanus, a 
full eight days being the medical time 
for lockjaw to develop. 
The doctors 


have guarded against possibility of 
lockjaw by administering anti-toxin. 
There is sti!l danger from this source, 
however. 
Herring any possible set-

great railroad interests contributed to 
the Roosevelt campaign fund in sums 
ranging from $2.'.,00fl to 3125,000. 
It 


shows further that many of the big 
bankers of 
New York were giving 


financial support to the Roosevelt can- 
didacy, 
it settles all doubt as to 


whether Standard Oil officials contrib- 
uted $100.000 in support of Mr. Roose- 
velt, and indicated that the money 
was never returned. The list shows 
that an additional $10,000 was received 
from H. II. Rogers, making the total 
given by Standard Oil officials, $110,- 
000. 


But the most startling disclosures rn 


the document submitted was the enor- 
mous fund given or raised by G. W. 
Perkins, who is now the colonel's prin- 
cipal financial backer. 
Mr. Perkins, 


according to the evidence thus sub- 
mitted, turned over $260,000 to the 
Roosevelt fund in 1904. This does not 
Include the $130,000 contributed by J. 
P. Morgan & Co.. on $20.000 by the 
International 
Harvester 
company 


The list shows that, all told, at leasi 
$450.flfti> went to the Roosevelt fund 
from the so-ca'led Morgan interests. 
This was about one-quarter of the en- 
tire fm'.d raised.
